Nowhere in the Report is D W. Ferrie mentioned. Nowhere in its 
900 pages is there a reference to the strange James Hond documentg Lieutenant [pre

A not quite identical reference appears in Appen@ix X111 (page 679), aux 
"Biography of Lee Harvey Oswald". Here is says, "In Heze response to the question 
whether he hed ‘any close friends in this school’, he wrote,'no’." On the sem 
page there is reference to the Civil Air Patrol, but not indexed:"He was briefly 
s memter of the Civil Air Patrol...occassionally he played pool or darts with 
his friend Edward VoeBel Voebel." 

Oddly, the same source is used to show that Oswald filled in the blank as 
is cited to show he said "no", Commission gxnibit 1413, ppe 9-10, with the 
reference to the slightly contradictory quotation from page 383 being cited in the 
footnote on pege 679. 

FBI Agent Quigley's name isxmisx not missing from the Report. On page 327 
he is sizong those cited among others as having “declered, in substance, that 
Oswald was not an gatorant or agent of the FBI,...” 

In m effort to explain away a3 perplexing behavior of the FBI with 
respect to Oswald (pp 436-7) the Report mentioned Osweld's demand of the police 
that an FBI agent interview you.
